The Online Computer Library Center, Inc. ("OCLC"), a nonprofit computer 
library service and research organization, provides a software tool, referred to as OCLC 
PURL ("Persistent Uniform Resource Locator"), for managing Internet addresses and aliases 

35 for general Internet resources. A Persistent Uniform Resource Locator provides flexible 
naming and name resolution services for Internet resources to ensure reliable, long-term 
access to Internet resources with minimal maintenance. Generally, OCLC PURL assists 
Internet users in locating Web resources. As previously indicated, the Internet is constantly 
expanding and changing. Once a Uniform Resource Locator changes, all previous references 

40 to that URL become invalid, thereby preventing users from accessing the Internet resource.
